The ARRL has a new program whereby a volunteer from a Special 
Service Club can issue Special Award Certificates to the members. The 
four certificates are the "Rag Chewers’' Club Award", "Old Timers Club 
Certificate", and "Certificate of Merit" to those deserving of this. 
In the November QST, the ARRL has announced a new “ARRL Friendship 
Award 
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The Rag Chewers' Club is designed to encourage friendly contacts 
and discourage the "Hello-Goodbye" type of QSO. To get the 
certificate, chew the rag with a member of the Rag Chewers' Club for 
at least a solid half hour of conversation. Send a card to our 
chairman reporting the QSO. Then have the member station send in a 
card also to verify the Qso. 


The "Old Timers Club" is open to anyone who holds an Amateur call 
at the present time and who held an Amateur license 20-or-more years 
ago. If you qualify as an "Old Timer", send in a brief chronology of 
your ham career, being sure to indicate the date of your first Amateur 
license and your present call. If the evidence submitted proves you 
eligible for the OTC, you will be added to the roster and will receive 
a membership certificate. 


The "Certificate of Merit" certificate speaks for itself. 


The “ARRL Friendship Award" is available to any ARRL member who 
submits log extracts that show two-way communications with 26 stations 
whose call signs end with each of the 26 letters of the alphabet. Log 
extracts should indicate the contact date, call sign, name, location 
and another fact about the person contacted. Fill out the special 
application form and give to our Awards Chairman. Contacts must be 
made after November 1, 1993 to qualify. 


He has the packet 
received from the ARRL and is ready to start issuing the certificates 
to those qualifying for the above awards.
